Wilmington still in limbo

The approximately 50-acre parcel 
of land belonging to Robert Corey 
and located on Ainsworth Road in a 
odd-shaped pocket between 
Andover Street, Route 125 and 
Interstate 93 in Wilmington has a 
bumpy and uncertain future to go 
along with its long and dubious ‘past. 

As discussions over the property 
top the 40-year mark, it remains to 
be seen if and how the parcel will be 
used and how those using it will get 
to it. 

Access has long been a problem 
and June 12, Corey asked selectmen 
to support efforts to secure access 
from Route 125 to the parcel. 
Selectmen said at that meeting that 
they wanted a clear indication as to 
how that parcel was to be used and 
suggested that representatives of 
Corey meet with the planning 
board. 

Tuesday night, civil/environ- 
mental engineer Paul Lindholm and 
Ned Lawson, an environmental and 
land use lawyer both representing 
Corey, met with planning officials - 
minus board Chairman Dick Longo 
and Planning Director Lynn 
Duncan. - to discuss uses for, and 
access to, the land. 

With the matter due back in the lap 
of the board of selectmen Aug. 21, 
what came out of the meeting was 
not a lot. Acting chairman Carole 
Hamilton, with support from 
members Austin Rounds and 
Michael Roache, decided to send the 
following message back to 
Selectmen: give no support to a 
Route 125 access without first 
benefit of a public hearing on the 
Property. 

And, prior to a public hearing, 
Hamilton said she would like to see 
how access from Route 125 would 
be gained and proof from.the DEP 
that the- state environmental 
organization supports the access 
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route. Oh, and she would also like 
to seé the "grandfathering issue" 
addressed. 

Hamilton indicated that the 
grandfathering issue was central to 
the parcel's future in the mind of 
Duncan. 

Two years ago, after the planning 
board denied ‘acceptance of 
subdivision plans for the Corey 
property -. then zoned General 
Industrial --Annual Town Meeting 
voted, via :petitioned article, to 
rezone the land to Residential-60. 
But in the meantime, a Middlesex 
Superior Court judge ruled that the 
planning board acted erroneously in 
not approving the industrial 
subdivision. Because of the court 
ruling, the industrial zoning is 
grandfathered against the town 
meeting vote for eight years from 
the time of subdivision approval. 

So while the town will still likely 
contest the grandfathering, Corey is 
seeking alternate access to the 
property for an industrial 
subdivision. The access, proposed 
from Route 125, would be aimed at 
heading off public dissent against 
using Ainsworth Road as a 
connection between residential 
neighborhoods and any industrial 
development on the property. 

Tuesday, Lawson outlined 
possible uses for the property: 

* Develop industrially and use 
Ainsworth Road for access. Both 
town officials and residents 
strenuously ‘oppose such a situation. 

* Develop residentially and use 
Ainsworth Road for access. This 
would go over better with the town 
and residents, but Lawson indicated 
that given the parcel's location, this 
is the least desirable scenario for 
Corey. 

+ Develop part industrially, part 
residentially, with an alternate route 
from 125 as access to the industrial 
portion, and Ainsworth Road for 
access to the residential section. 
This is what Corey is aiming for. 
However, the 125 access still looms. 
Rounds said he supported this plan, 
but Roache, in asking what the 
potential for residential 
development was in the portion set 
aside for that - mostly wetlands - 
received the answer “not much" 
from Lindholm. “ 

“Not much" seems to be the key 
answer here, as in to the question, 
“What's happened with the Corey 
property in the last 40 years?"

An armed bandit struck the Forest 
Mobil Station on Lowell Street 
Saturday night, making off with 
what police estimated to be about

According to Wilmington Deputy

At that point, according to Nally, 
the suspect, described as six-feet tall 
and slim (around 165 pounds) with 
long, dark ‘brown hair, a scruffy 
beard and wearing two gold chains, 
stuck a semi-automatic handgun in 
the attendant's ribs and demanded 
he turn over all the money in the 


register. 
After collecting the cash, the 
suspect then told the attendant to get 


down on the ground, and, before 
fleeing, ripped the station's 
telephone out of the wall,

$260 in hand, then ran to what was 
described as an older model 
Chevrolet Monte Carlo-style 
vehicle and took off toward 
Interstate 93, according to Nally, 
who added that police reports were 
not conclusive as to whether the 
perpetrator acted alone or had a 
driver waiting. 

Nally said the attendant first 
contacted a station employee who 
lives nearby and then called police. 

Nally’ also confirmed that 
Wilmington Police are checking 
with police in Lowell to see if the 
same man who hit the Forest Mobil 
station may have struck a Shell gas 
station on Bridge Street in Lowell 
Sunday night at around 7. The man 
responsible for the Lowell robbery 
reportedly also used a gun and his 
description appeared similar to that 
of the suspect in the Wilmington 
heist. 

"We're checking it," Nally said, 
but could add no more details into 
the investigation. °

How many Wilmington residents 
“of today remember the old 
American-LaFrance fire’ engine, of 
‘the old Wilmington Fire 

Department?* 

It was bought in 1927, and was 
kept,in the fire station on Church 
; Street for many years. Somehow, 
when persons were talkin’ and 
relating stories about fires that 
truck had a particular place in the 
‘-vocabulary of Wilmington firebugs. 

It just have an engine number. It 
was always the “American - 
LaFrance." Bought in 1927, it was 
finally traded out of town in 1958, 
by the office of Fred F. Cain. 

Cain sold it to Georgetown, where 
it performed its duties for another 
10 years. 

On June 3, 1968 Killian Brady, 
living in Lynn, bought the apparatus 
ata public auction in Georgetown. 

Brady held on to his new 
possession for less than two months. 

On July 21, 1968 Brady drove it to 
an antique car meet on the grounds 
of Tewksbury State Hospital. While 
driving it home the antique truck 
developed engine trouble. Brady 
pulled it over to the side of the road, 
and decided to walk to a garage for 
help. He just did not dream that 
anything would happen to 
something as big and as red as an 
antique fire engine. 

Brady was wrong. When he 
returned a few hours later the 
American-LaFrance was gone - 
missing. It had vanished, one could 
say, into thin air. 

Brady spent the next quarter of a 
century searching for his- stolen 
antique. But he didn't lay eyes on it 
until June of 1993, when he attended 
a firemen's muster in Wakefield. 
That was an event which 
traditionally attracts antique fire 
trucks, on display. 

An acquaintance of Brady came up 
to him, "Hey, Killian, have you seen 
your American-LaFrance?” 

The acquaintance pointed to a 
specific fire engine, Brady went 
over for a look. 

Brady recognized the fire truck 
immediately. "It was, like meeting 
an old friend again - I can't explain 
the feeling I had. It was such a 
rush," he recalled. 

"Even the odometer reading was 
the same as-when I saw it last - stuck 

‘ at 28,603". 
» . Although the fire engine had been 
beautifully restored since Brady had 


This is indicated by the fact that 
the "owner" had registered the fire 
engine as a 1925 American- 
LaFrance with the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles, to. conceal the fact 
that it was stolen, even though "he 
told the world” it was a 1927 model. 

Brady had never met the man until 
the day of the muster. Still in shock 
from the enormity of his discovery, 
Brady attempted to talk with the 
man. When he introduced himself 
the fellow responded "Yeah, I know 
who you are, Killian." 

That was two years ago. Since that 
time Brady has spent time in the 
hospital during 1993 and he did not 
pursue the matter for two months. 

But when he was feeling better 
Brady went through his files and 
foind the title to the fire engine, the 
original bill of sale, and old pictures 
of his children playing on the fire 
engine - all proof that Brady was the 
rightful owner. 

Brady was fully prepdred to start 
legal proceedings to recover his 
property, but the situation resolved 
itself when the owner died in his 
sleep. That was last January. The 
man left no will. 

Brady was able to recover the 
engine through the man's estate. 

"I would never have gone all the 
way to get it back, if he hadn't died 
when he did." 

"But I would have forced him into 
court to find out how he came by 
that fire engine." 

Brady, who now lives in North 
Reading, is a long time automotive

For 
now it is enough for him to sit up in 
front, while his son, Jim, a North 
Reading Fire Captain, pilots it 
around town. 

Don't expect that to last forever, 
because Killian is a tenacious and 
determined fighter. 

Anyone-who is capable of battling 
back from a near crippling injury 
and of proving his rightful 
ownership of a fire truck stolen 
three decades in the past is a force 
with which one should reckon. 

"I am going to drive it down the 
street some day!" he vows.

The town manager is 
reeling at the thought of having to spend an additional $250,000 or more on 
trash costs, which might mean layoffs, cutbacks in other services, anda higher 
lax rate for everyone, at the very least. e 

The same could be said of public schools. People without children are 
paying the same taxes as those whose children attend the schools. Is it fair for 
childless couples to subsidize-the cost of educating someone else's kids? 

Where does it end? It doesn't. The sewer system is paid out of general tax 
revenues, Those without sewers are paying for those who have the service 
ly that fair? 

In a manner of speaking, yes it is. 

Everyone who lives in Tewksbury is part of Tewksbury, The town is an 
entity,.and every resident is a part of that entity, sharing in the good times and 
the bad, but all work toward the.continued existence of the entity we call the 
town of Tewksbury 

Everyone pays taxes, and those taxes keep the town running. It would be 
impossible, or staggeringly difficult at best, to offer each resident an dla carté 
package of services based solely upon which serVices they pay for. Most 
services provided by the town must be lumped together, and paid for trom the 
common pool, or the entire system breaks down under a “pay as you go” 
program of epic complexity. 

For example, if your Hyundai uses less gas than someone's Caddy across 
lown, you're not paying as much in gas taxes, so you don't deserve to have 

your street paved as often. Or would it be more equitable if every bridge in the 

State hada tollbooth? If you rely on a well, and not town water, should the fire 
department be obligated to usé town water from the hydrant to put out the fire 
in your garage? Now, would that be fair? And if you moved into town 
revently, what on Earth gives you the right to use traffic lights, streets, schools 
and sewer lines that were built years ago with somebody else's tax money? 
You didn’t pay for that! 

Individual needs must-be subsumed to the needs of the community, or the 

community itself might not survive.

Site plans: a public 
: process

The Wilmington Planning Board served notice Tuesday night that it will 
honor the full scope of town By-law changes regarding Site Plan Review made 
at April’s Annual Town Meeting under Article 26, but in particular, the 
following subsection: 

~. “The Planning Board shall hold a public hearing on any complete site plan 
review application within thirty (30) days of its submission.” 

For Tuesday’s meeting, the board was in receipt of four separate requests to 
waive the public hearing process for site plan reviews. Two of those were put 
on the agenda and voted on, while two did not meet the board’s Thursday 
deadline for inclusion. Of the two the board voted on, it was a split decision, 
but the vote in favor of canceling the public hearing was only because the same 
plans were up for public debate with the board of appeals. The vote against 
waiving the hearing was quick and unanimous and each of the three members 
present offered support for the By-law change in voting against the request. 

With a meeting absentee list sporting the names of Chairman Dick Longo, 
board member Jim Diorio and Planning Director Lynn Duncan (about par for 
the course for any town meeting in the Tniddle of July) member Carole 
Hamilton took the chair and led colleagues Austin Rounds and Michael 
Roache in solidifying a stance against granting public hearing waivers just for 
the sake of a request to do so. 

Hamilton, in leading the discussion, indicated that she felt the board would 
be receiving “a flurry of letters stating that since changes [to the site plan] are 
minimal, there is no need for a public hearing.” Hamilton expressed concern 
for this attitude, and stated that she would “prefer to err on being conservative 
and keep the public hearings” to preserve the By-law change’s intent: the 
solicitation of public comment on any site plans itt thetewn. And Hamilton 
did not need to persuade the other members. 

“I think the town meeting vote to make this a public process was just that,” 
Roache said, adding that the new changes to the site plan review process were 
in a “feeling out process... I'd like to see what's out there as far as public 
reaction,” he concluded. 

Austin Rounds was in agreement, feeling also that the change to a public 
process should be given its day in court.

A large parking lot would be disastrous

In light of the recent press that the 
Route 62 Center project has been 
getting, I would like to voice my 
opinion on the situation.

Wilmington so, people could at least 
justify toleration of the traffic 
problem. 

With all of these 300 to 400 
parking spaces, these cars would be 
pouring onto Route 38 at peak 
times. If you think that there-is a 
traffic problem now, just wait. 

It has also been said that there 
would be a widening of Route 38 
and the bridge. Wonderful. What 
happens to the traffic where there is 
no other lane, when the extra lane 
merges into the rest of the road. The 
four way intersection is a deathtrap 
as it is, we don't need any more 
traffic there now. We should work 
on a way fo reduce or reroute it.

Everyone believes "it can't happen 
to me." Well it happened to me, last 
Thursday. During my daily 
weeding stroll I caught a glimpse of 
a bright red spot on a. lily leaf. 
Closer examination revealed the 
spot to be a bright red beetle, about 
three eighths of an inch long, 
happily chewing on the lily. The 
beetle's body was more square than 
that of a lady beetle, and the head 
and thorax more distinct. It's 
antennae and legs -were black. The 
curse of the Red Lily Beetle had 
arrived in my garden. 

It took only a minute to find rows 
of slimy black grubs chewing 
through the leaves of a newly 
blossomed Asiatic lily, leaving only 
a skeleton behind. The grubs 
themselves are not actually slimy 
and black. They are ‘light reddish 
brown with a-small black head. 
However, they cover themselves in 
their own excrement and appear as 
dark droppings on chewed leaves. 
The grubs hatch from eggs laid on 
the underside of leaves. I soon 
found at least 10 leaves carrying 
jagged rows of five to 10 golden 
orange egg clusters. 

The presence of this European 
import was first noted in Belmont in 
1990, The actual source of the 
invasion is not known. They may 
have arrived in a shipment of lily 
bulbs or via the cut flower trade, 
but however they came - they are 
here, they fly and are spreading! 

Gary Couch, entomologist at the 
University of Massachusetts 
Extension in Waltham, explained 
that a short life cycle is one reason 
this beetle is so successful. He 
explained’ some of the studies 
underway and offered several 
control options. (Gary also suffered 
some inauspicious news - my phone 
call marked the first Tewksbury 
area sighting of red lily beetle for 
his unofficial map. Not the kind of 
first that I wanted to hear.) 

According to Mr. Couch the red 
adults winter over in the ground and 
begin feeding, mating and Jaying 
eggs as soon as lily bulbs produce 
leaves (March/April). The eggs 
hatch in three to five days, 
depending on the temperature. The 


gtubs feed and grow for one to two 
weeks, then pupate (metamorphose) 
in the soil for about a week. The red 
lily beetle adults then emerge, ready 
to start all over again. A quick 
calculation suggests that their life 
cycle can range from 17 to 26 days, 
or up to 12 generations per summer 
season, so long as there are lilies to 
eat. 

Studies underway in Waltham 
suggest that BioNeem kills both the 
eggs and grubs, but requires 


multiple applications. Diazinon, 
sevin, malathion and rotenone 
control the feeding grubs and 
adults.’ No control for the 
underground pupa has been found 
yet, although beneficial nematodes 
are being tested. (I tried malathion 
on the leaves with limited success so 
far. I found it most-jmportant to 
spray both the top and bottom of the 
leaves and to check and spray 
repeatedly, as it is easy to miss a leaf 
or an egg cluster, Continued 
checking throughout the season is 
also critical to control beetles that 
fly in or unseen pupa that transform 
under the soil.) 

Adult red lily beetles lay their 
eggs and the voracious grubs fe 
only on true lillies. (The adults 
however, have been known to 
munch on other plants.) True lillies, 
including our native turkscap lily, 
hybrid Asiatic and Trumpet lilies 
and the huge flowering and highly 
fragrant hybrid Oriental lilies, 
grow from bulbs. They bear 
Clusters of long lasting flowers atop 
strong, leaf bearing stems. The red 
lily beetle (does not) attack any 
member of the daylily family 
(Hemerocallis), which are not true 
lilies. Daylilies are fibrous 
(Hemerocallis), which are not true 
lilies. Daylilies are fibrous rooted 
plants with lily-like flowers 
produced on leafless stems above 
wide, strap-like, grassy . foliage. 
Daylily flowers last only one day. 

You. can be sure that I will try 
everything to. control this 
immigrant pest in my garden, 
including removing my lilies if 
necessary. I am truly sorry to bring 
the news of its arrival in our area, 
but hope that this early warning 
helps.

A truck unloading chémicals 
spilled approximately 30 - 40 
gallons of Potassium Hydroxide on 
Wednesday, July f2 shortly after 
noontime, causing a furor in the 
electronic media.

She never rea y reied.

The firefighters rushed to her 
spaghetti dinners with bells » 
and boots - on. 

The auto body shop owner 
was one of her first students in

And what this teacher did to 
her principal:is about to become 
the talk of the town. 

Wakefield teacher - and 
Melrose native - Margaret F. 
McHugh, retired in 1988, 
remains the consummate pro- 
fessional, renowned throughout 
the Wakefield school system. 
Greenwood grandmother Peg 
McHugh is renowned also. In a 
different way. 

And she’s the first to tell the 
tales ... out of school. 

“I used to constantly play ter- 
rible tricks on- our past princi- 
pal, Nate Finklestein,” she says, 
of her days at the Greenwood 
School where she spent the last 
25 years of her 38-year teaching 
career in Wakefield. “One year I 
told him a figure of internation- 
al renown was coming to 
address the school at. a 
Thanksgiving assembly. I 
brought in an Oriental rug for 
my classroom, and told him dur- 

- jing a phonics lesson that the 
guest’s name began with the “T’ 
sound. For days, he had the cus- 
todians scrubbing everything to 
perfection. 

“As it happened,” she contin- 


ues, “Ted Kennedy was speaking 
in the area that day, and Nate 
was positively convinced he was 
our speaker. He lined up all the 
local photographers and went to 
every extreme to be sure his 
school was in A-1 shape. The 
teachers and students laughed 
‘til they cried at the look on his 
face when Wally Moccia pulled 


up with the giant 45-pound 


iving “Tom Turkey’ that 
had been on display in his busi- 
ness window. 

“] thought I was history that 
day for sure!” 

Having attended St. Mary’s in 
Melrose and Rosemont College 
and Villanova in Pennsylvania, 
McHugh began her teaching 
career in 1947 in Philadelphia 
with a class of 58 first graders. 
When she moved on to Wakefield 
in ‘51, her first assignment was 
in the third grade at the Warren 
School where she counts West 
Side Auto Body owner Arty 
Swanson among the students 
who made up a “super” year. 
She taught at the West Ward and 
Franklin Schools before ending 
up at Greenwood; bought a 
home on Green Street in 1963 
where she raised her daughter 
Alicen (Savary) and cared for 
her elderly father. 

“We spent many happy years 
there surrounded by neighbors 

who were like family,” she says. 
“It was a lot of fun living in the

enabled me to develop such 
strong ties to the Greenwood 
kids and their parents.” 

Some of McHugh’s former 
first graders are now teachers in 
Wakefield, and “have actually 
had two of my grandchildren as 
students”: Jimmy Stackhouse, 
Linda Gray, Sheila Robertson, 
Mike Bridges, and Greg 
Beaulieu “to name a few.” 

“Blessed to work with many 
truly wonderful educators,” 
McHugh ranks Finklestein and 
Greenwood school secretary 
Barbara Jones “tops in my 
book.” In fact, as McHugh tells 
it, the school had three princi- 
pals: Finklestein, Jones and 
McHugh. “We were like the 
Three Musketeers,” she says. 
“We ran the school together and 
made it a happy nurturing place 
where children and parents 
always felt welcome.” 

Her cooking skills put her on 
a first-name basis with local 
firefighters. “At Greenwood, I 
put on endless spaghetti dinners 
for the students, parents and 
faculty,” she says.

The-Woburn Planning Board 
has given final approval to a 
new seven-story office building 
on Commerce Way, according to 
the Woburn edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle” with some 
restrictions and conditions on 


— landscaping and traffic’ 


as will be the first high-rise 
built in the city since “the boom 
times” in the 1980s, according to 
the “Times.” 

The 71,300-foot structure will 
be built by Cummings 
Properties on a 13-acre parcel 
near a 127,200-square-foot one- 
story building currently on the 
site, 

As approved, the plan would 
require the elimination of park- 
ing on the north side of the 
access road leading into the 
property and prohibit parking 
along the first 250 feet on the 
south side, after which parallel 
parking would be allowed. 
Jamie McKeown and Michael 
Pascavage of Cummings 
Properties caused some discus- 
sion when they said they want to 
keep some parking along the 
south side of the access road to 
discourage tractor trailers from 
parking there, a serious problem 
they’ve been trying to resolve. 

One condition placed on the 
proposal was that the developer 
allow space for a future third 
lane on the access road when 
either the I-93 connector or the 
extension of Commerce Way to 
Presidential Way are built 
McKeown and Pascavage ‘also 
agreed to a gate - in accordance 
with Fire Department regula 
tions - at the emergency access 
road from Woburn Mall into the 
site. Board members were con- 
cerned that without a gate, the 
emergency road would become a 
short cut. 

The building is expected to be 
completed by March 1996.

Camelot, a golden beacon of 
democracy in the savagery of 
the Middle Ages, has been 
brought to the screen with its 
idealism intact and highly visi- 
ble: Unfortunately, as gorgeous 
as this film may be, its beauty is 
only surface deep. 

The formula for a flawless 
film is all there. The cast gives 
us mature and seasoned perfor- 
mances in place of the overly 
mannered presentations often 
associated with such visionary 
figures. The story is one of senti- 
ment and adventure, and pro- 
ducer/director Jerry Zucker’s 
production team designed 
breathtaking costumes, settings, 
and set decorations. Though 
enjoyable and unabashedly 
romantic, this flick just doesn’t 
get under our skin the way it 
should. 

Sean Connery is the wise and 
strong King Arthur.

The object of Guinevere’s 
desire is Lancelot, a travelling 
sword-for-hire played by 
Richard Gere. A loner with a 
scarred psyche and a troubled 
past, Gere plays him as a 
charismatic rogue. His perfor- 
mance may be sparkling, but it 
is too casual, too contemporary. 
On a few occasions you can’t 
help but think that he wandered 
in from another set. 

Lancelot, never one to com- 
mit to either a person or a 
place, finds himself entangled, 
body and soul, with Arthur's sin- 
cere goodness and the idealism 
of Camelot. He is also more 
than a little smitten by Lady 
Guinevere.

seeing just for the trappings. 
The one exception is a nighttime 
battle that was lit far too darkly.
